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New Ordinance on Meetings, Parades 
Tabled for Study, Written Opinions

The public meeting ordinance and the parade ordinance, which 
have been the subject of much discussion through several council 
meetings, came up again for second reading last Monday night. 
Because of some criticism, alternate ordinances to both of these 
were also presented by the city manager and assistant solicitor. 


The alternate public meeting or¬ 
dinance does not require a per¬ 
mit to hold a meeting as- did the 
original; instead, persons wishing 
to reserve public space for meet¬ 
ings are required to follow certain 
procedures to obtain a reservation. 
The alternate parade ordinance 
contains amendments suggested by 
council members, and was recom¬ 
mended for actual passage by city 
manager, James Giese. 

The original public meeting or¬ 
dinance was quickly voted down 
by council, leaving the new alter¬ 
nate to be discussed. Albert Herl- 
ing felt that the definition of “pub¬ 
lic meeting” was still vague and 
thought the ordinance as a whole 
was too cumbersome in its require¬ 
ments. Assistant city solicitor Mel¬ 
vin Powell agreed that briefness

was desirable, but stated that “a 
parade or public meeting is a state 
of mind” — there existed no legal 
definitions. Louis Pohoryles sug¬ 
gested this would mean that the 
ordinance probably would not be 
upheld in court. 

Councilman Francis White mov¬ 
ed to table the ordinance and re¬ 
fer it to the State Attorney’s office 
for an opinion on its enforceability. 
Giese expressed perplexity, saying 
“it doesn’t ever have to go to court, 
because it doesn’t enforce any¬ 
thing.” A discussion followed on 
whether the ordinance should in¬ 
volve a penalty; Charles Schwan 
noted “since we’re on a very tricky 
subject of freedom of speech, any 
talk of penalties should be avoided 
— otherwise the city manager 
would be in the position of being 
a censor.’ Howard Lastner expres¬ 
sed appreciation for the work of 
council members and staff but 
concurred with Schwan that penal¬ 
ties should not be involved. 

Central Issues 

This question of penalty, and the 
definition of “public meeting”, ap¬ 
peared to be the central issues rais¬ 
ed and defended during the discus¬ 
sion. Giese stated “I don’t think 
you can make the definition of a 
public meeting so concise and 
clear that it’s unambiguous. He 
also felt it was not the place of 
the State’s Attorney to give op¬ 
inions on city ordinances. 

Mayor Smith essentially agreed 
with him on this point, asking, 
however, whether present laws 
were not already sufficient to 
handle the situation. Councilman 
Pilski demurred at this, expressing 
the opinion that a “tremendous 
amount of time” had been spent on 
the ordinance and that it should 
now be passed. Finally, however, 
White’s original motion was pas¬ 
sed, 3 to 2, to table the ordinance 
and obtain written opinions from 
the city solicitor and the State At¬ 
torney's office. 

The alternate parade ordinance 
followed a parallel course, being 


Expect Hearing Soon 
On Heed for Parkland 

Sometime toward the end of the 
month, the Prince Georges Circuit 
Court is expected to hear the argu¬ 
ments of the owners of parcels 9, 
10, 11, and 12 that the city has no 
need for additional parkland. The 
city has filed condemnation suits 
to acquire 4 parcels totaling 22 ac¬ 
res located around Greenbelt Lake, 
and jury trial dates have been set 
for March 7 and 14 to determine 
the purchase price of the land. 

A motion by the city requesting 
a summary judgment to dismiss a 
suit challenging the condemnation 
of land on the basis of city need, 
was denied by Circuit Court Judge 
Samuel Meloy on Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 26. Thus, the city’s need for 
additional parkland will have to 
be ruled on before the schedued 
jury trials. 

A summary judgment motion, to 
be successful, requires that there 
be no disputable facts. Judge Me¬ 
loy ruled that there were disput¬ 
able facts since the city’s affidavit 
of facts and the defendant’s affi¬ 
davit of facts used diffierent pop¬ 
ulation figures. 

The owners. Crescent Leasing 
Corporation for parcels 9 and 10, 
and Charles Bresler and associates 
for parcels 11 and 12, contended 
in their brief, that there is an 
abundance of park and and open 
space in the immediate and sur- 
sounding Greenbelt area, referring 
to the 1,100 acres of the Mission 
66 Regional Park and 106 acres 
or parKlanu owned uirectiy by the 
City oi Creenbeit. In addition, 
reference was made to extensive 
parK area located within less than 
30 minutes traveling distance. 

Deficit of Parkland 

The city in its brief noted that 
the National Recreation and Parks 
Association recommends a mini¬ 
mum of 10 acres of parkland per 
l,ouO persons population, excluding 
regional, state, and national park 
lawmaes. unaer tins standard, the 
oily now has a deficit of 2.42 acres 
or parkland per 1,000 persons, as¬ 
suming a current population of 
14,viO0. With an ultimate projected 
population of 35,000 and no addi¬ 
tional parkland acquired, the city 
rorsees a deficit of 7 acres per 1,000 
persons, or a total shortage of 244 
acres of para land. 

The owners reply that there is 
no accurate count of present pop¬ 
ulation and that in ly63 the esti¬ 
mate of population was 8,175. Fur¬ 
thermore, they say that master 
plans for the city are being dispu¬ 
ted and “there is no basis for the 
projected population as set forth 
by the city of Greenbelt.” 

Crescent Leasing Corporation al¬ 
so contends that parcels 9 and 10 
are to be used for a city warehouse 
and not park purposes. 

The city has received an open- 
space grant of $167,575 from the 
U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development to assist in the 
purchase of land. The city council 
voted to engage in the open space 
program after the electorate ap¬ 
proved a referendum by more than 
5 to 1 in favor of a $250,000 bond 
issue to finance the purchase of 
land. M

Appeals Court Rules 
Against City's Suit 

The Maryland Court of Appeals 
has upheld the lower court’s dis¬ 
missal of tlie city’s suit against 
Twentieth Century Investments, 
Inc. (Theodore Lerner and Assoc¬ 
iates) objecting to high-density de¬ 
velopment of 25 acres on Charles¬ 
towne Village tract. The court 
supported the position of T. Ham¬ 
mond Welsh, attorney for Lerner, 
that Twentieth Century is not 
bound by the 1962 covenants 
signed by Charles Bresler (when 
he owned the land) on grounds 
that foreclosure on the 25 acres 
effectively destroyed the covenants. 
The University Square Apart¬ 
ments (494 units) are now being 
constructed on the tract. 

City attorneys, . Ginsberg and 
Ginsberg of Baltimore, had enter¬ 
ed no objections to the dismissal 
because (1) the city had not ap¬ 
pealed the Circuit Court decision 
of June 3 within the necessary 30- 
day limit, and (2) Lerner was a 
bonafide purchaser and, therefore, 
not subject to the covenant. 

The 25 acres involved (Parcels 
D, E and F) were foreclosed by 
Suburban Trust Company and then 
bought at auction by Lunar De¬ 
velopment Co. Inc. in June 
1965. Subsequently, in October 1965 
the land was purchased by Twen¬ 
tieth Century with Charles Bresler 
as the real estate broker for the 
sale, according to city solicitor 
Thomas Brooks, 

Appeal on other 25 acres 

The other 25 acres owned by 
Bresler are still in litigation. The 
city’s appeal was taken within the 
30-day limit and its brief will be 
submitted to the Maryland Court 
of Appeals sometime this week. 
The city is contesting the decision 
of the Circuit Court that the cov¬ 
enants and agreements entered 
into by Bresler in April 1962 were 
not legally enforceable since they 
were conditioned upon the city’s 
making favorable zoning recom¬ 
mendations. 

The covenants call for limiting 
the density to 7 units per acre and 
for construction to be in conform¬ 
ity with R-30 zoning, which pro¬ 
hibits high-rise apartments. Bres¬ 
ler is constructing a 178-unit high- 
rise apartment on the tract which 
already has 144 existing Charles¬ 
towne Village units. 


Agnew Meets flith Delegates 
About Bresler Appointment 

To a full house attending last Monday’s Greenbelt city council 
meeting, Mayor Edgar L. Smith reported that a 7-man delegation 
from the General Assembly had met on Monday afternoon with 
Governor Spiro T. Agnew for 45 minutes to discuss the appoint¬ 
ment of Charles Bresler as National Relations Officer and the 
Governor’s liaison representative for Montgomery and Prince Ge¬ 
orges Counties. ^ 


Smith stated that he had receiv¬ 
ed word following the meeting 
from State Senators Meyer Eman¬ 
uel, Jr., and Edward Conroy that 
the Governor wanted a few days 
to give full study to the matter. 
Out of respect to the Governor, the 
Senators requested that the city 
declare a moratorium on further 
activities protesting the appoint¬ 
ment until the Governor had been 
heard from. (Smith’s announce¬ 
ment was televised on the 11 p.m. 
report on WBAL-TV — Channel 
11 ). 

The council stated that it would 
abide by the Senators’ request 
but in reply to an inquiry from 
the floor made it clear that it would 
take further action if nothing was 
forthcoming within a reasonable 
time. Councilman Dick Pilski said 
that the council would be remiss if. 
after the tremendous turnout at 
the January 30 protest meeting, it 
did not follow up on the matter 
and seek a satisfactory solution. 

Protest Snowballing 

Opposition to Bresler, a devel¬ 
oper with large Greenbelt land hol¬ 
dings, has been snowballing since 
announcement of his appointment 
was made on January 17. It cul¬ 
minated in the passage of a city 
council resolution calling on Ag¬ 
new to “reconsider and rescind” his 
appointment. The resolution was 
adopted at a special public meeting 
on January 30, attended by nearly 
500 citizens who unanimously ap¬ 
proved the action. 

Earlier in the week civic lead¬ 
ers talked of a 100-car caravan 
to Annapolis to deliver the city’s 
protest. Plans are still being read¬ 
ied for such a caravan, the lead¬ 
ers said, in case no satisfactory so¬ 
lution is reached. 

Monos, Simonson on TV 

In addition to Emanuel and Con¬ 
roy, the delegation meeting with 
the Governor included Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Delegates Pauline 
Menes, Arthur Dorman, Andrew 
Mothershead, and Bernard Dono¬ 
van and State Senator Royal Hart. 

Mrs. Menes, appearing in a tele¬ 
vised interview on W‘BAL earlier 
in the day, suggested that Bresler 
divest himself of his land holdings 
in Greenbelt. She noted that op¬ 
position in Greenbelt came from 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
and stemmed from Bresler’s land 
activities in the city. 

Cliff Simonson, former Greenbelt 
counciman, also appeared on WB- 
AL television and emphasized that 
Bresler’s activities in Greenbelt 
have demonstrated his inability to 
recognize the public interest, let 
let alone serve it He said that

if Bresler's record in Greenbelt has 
any relationship to his activities in 
Annapolis, he will be a serious li¬ 
ability to Agnew’s administration. 

Opposition to the Bresler ap¬ 
pointment has also appeared out¬ 
side of Greenbelt At the Febru¬ 
ary 2 meeting of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Civic Federation, a 
resolution was approved without 
dissent to petition the Governor to 
rescind the appointment Mayor 
Smith, who introduced the reso¬ 
lution, said that Bresler “has left 
a trail of broken promises.” He 
said he feared Bresler may dem¬ 
onstrate “the same breach of faith” 
in the State job. 


City Notes 

Two repair projects in towii 
are awaiting action by the W6SC. 
Following numerous complaints 
from neighborhood residents about 
a rough job of patching a utility 
cut in the pavement at Ridge and 
Westway, the city passed on the 
complaint to WSSC. That organ¬ 
ization, in turn, has promised to 
contact the subcontractor in 
charge of the work and require a 
better repair of the street surface. 

The second job involving the WS¬ 
SC involves repair of the heating 
plant for the stores in the Center. 
When excavation was made there 
some weeks ago, it was discovered 
that water was leaking on the 
heating pipes. For some time the 
cause of the leak was not deter¬ 
mined, but WSSC now acknowledg¬ 
ed that the leak comes from a wat¬ 
er main and has agreed to have it 
repaired shortly. After that repair 
work is done, the plumber hired by 
the manager of the commercial 
properties will return to finish re¬ 
pair of the steam lines and close 
over the excavations. 

* * * 

During last week the Public 
Works Dept, did a number of as¬ 
sorted jobs around the city. They 
repaired several catch basins for 
storm sewers which the heavy 
rain of the previous week had 
caused to overflow. They cleaned 
and graded shoulders along Edmon- 
ston and Crescent Rds. They pat¬ 
ched chuckholes in several loca¬ 
tions. They raked leaves in some 
of the playground areas. They also 
replaced two broken light fixtures 
in the north parking lot in the 
Center. 

No black-topping is now planned 
for the newly patched pavement at 
the Southway-Crescent bus stop. 
The Public Works Dept, is instead 
experimenting with a method used 
in Washington, D.C., to pave major 
bus stops entirely with concrete. 
The Southway bus stop measures 
9 by 52 feet. As soon as feasible, 
a similar bus stop pavement will 
be laid at Gardenway and Cres¬ 
cent. 

The local duck population is 
nearly depleted. Last summer 
many ducks died from what was 
diagnosed as botulism, and others 
have been dying off this winter.

NO CHANfiE IN PET ORDINANCE 

Last Monday’s council meeting featured the final round in 
the battle between supporters and opponents of the inclusion of 
cats in Greenbelf’s pet-control ordinance. The altercation started 
with a petition, several months ago, in which cat owners asked 
City Council to amend the present animal control ordinance to 
permit well-behaved, licensed cats to run at large; the cat-lovers 
were opposed by a group of people who declared their stand was 
not so much anti-cat per se, but pro—bird, pro—children and 
pro—be—able—to— sleep— at—night.

the impression that there are 
two different species of cat in 
Greenbelt: there are clean, well- 
controlled, spayed - altered, non- 
smelly, non-screeching cats; and 
there are tree-climbing, bird-kil¬ 
ling, squawling - at - night cats 
which spray other folks’ yards with 
an offensive odor and are unable 
to differentiate between the sand¬ 
boxes of children and their own 
private bathroom facilities. 

City Ordinance #458, passed in 
December 1960, provides for the 
control of all animals other than 
caged birds or fish, stating that 
they should be controlled at all 
times when outside “under the im¬ 
mediate and effective control of a 
responsibible person.” 

Katherine Keene, acknowledging 
that some cats are a nuisance be¬ 
cause they are uncontrolled, offer¬ 
ed five recommendations for deal¬ 
ing with the town’s feline popula¬ 
tion—1) cats should be confined 
indoors at night, 2) cats with col¬ 
lars and tags should not be im¬ 
pounded, 3) unlicensed cats should 
be impounded, 4) misbehavior of 
unlicensed cats should be reported 
to the animal warden, who should 
inform the owner of the offense in 
writing and give the owner a 
chance to mend his ways, and 5) 
the license fee for an un-neutered 
male should be the same ($5) as 
for an unspayed female. 

Pro-cat Views 

Some representative pro-cat 
views: “G<reenbelt once had a 

rat problem and cats are neces¬ 
sary” — “The present ordinance 
is unenforceable as far as cats 
are concerned” — “Cats are not 
like dogs; they cannot get proper 
exercise on a leash’ — “If I put up 
a fence that would keep my cat 
in the yard, my home would look 
like a prison” — “Cats cannot be 
leashed and let loose since they 
climb trees and can be strangled” 
— “Those cats that are nuisances 
should be treated as individual ca¬ 
ses and be reported to the animal 
warden.” 

Some representative anti-cat 
views: “I am kept awake at night 
by squalling, prowling cats” — “My 
yard, though fenced, is dug up by 
my neighbor’s cat” — “The police 
do nothing when I complain” : — 
“I cannot open my windows for 
the stench of the cats” — “Cats 
should be belled for the protection 
of birds” — “Are we considering 
the rights of animals and forget¬ 
ting the rights of individuals?” — 
“I turn the hose on cats in my 
yard in summertime, but what do 
I do in the winter?” 

The anti-cat people won the day 
and the ordinance stands unchang¬ 
ed. 

Tidbits 

Ed. Ross of Boxwood Village 
brought up the matter of construc¬ 
tion equipment being parked on 
the stripped Parcel 7 adjacent to 
Boxwood Village and across from 
Greenbelt Lake. City Manager 
James K. Giese has written a let¬ 
ter to Mr. Baker of the Prince 
Georges County Inspection Depart¬ 
ment requesting him to look into 
the matter for possible zoning vio¬ 
lations. No building permits have 
been taken out on the tract which 
is zoned residential.

FIRE PREVENTION 
TIP FOR FEBRUARY

FIRES: WASTEFUL, 
AVOIDABLE 

The most effective way to 
fight fire is to prevent its star¬ 
ting. This good advice is often 
heard but too little heeded. The 
unhappy results of this failure 
to heed are recorded annually 
in the fire losses of the United 
States and Canada. 

In these two countries, more 
than 1600 homes are destroyed 
or damaged by fire each day. in 
many instances with tragic loss 
of life. Fire strikes nearly 500 
industrial and commercial pla¬ 
ces each day, and in addition to 
the waste of physical resources, 
there are incalculable costs in 
temporary or permanent loss of 
jobs and frequent business fail¬ 
ures. 

We have an unfortunate habit 
of dismissing most fires as “ac¬ 
cidents,” a sort of visitation of 
bad luck which somehow was 
unavoidable. But how unavoi¬ 
dable—or unpredictable— is 
the fire started by a carelessly 
discarded cigarette, or overloa¬ 
ded and defective electric wir¬ 
ing, or poorly maintained heat¬ 
ing and cooking equipment? 

Yet, as shown by National 
Fire Protection Association stu¬ 
dies, these and similar, uncom¬ 
plicated causes are responsible 
for the great majority of fires. 

We need to acknowledge the 
fact that fires are not only 
wasteful but avoidable, then go 
on to reform the habits, and re¬ 
move the hazards which cause 
them. When each of us as an 
individual has done this, we will 
no longer risk our lives, jobs 
and possessions to the destruc¬ 
tive forces of fire.

City Digs Out of I-ff Snow

A 12-inch snowfall, starting Monday Feb. 6 and reaching its 
peak early the following morning, kept city crews busy around 
the clock. Long after the snow stopped, which was around noon¬ 
time Tuesday, city crews continued to plow the streets, clean 
parking lots and shovel the walks in the commercial center. 


A fleet of seven vehicles carried 
out the plowing operations. Five 
of them - four trucks (two of 
which suffered mechanical trouble 
in the course of their work) and 
a jeep - were veterans of last year's 
snowstorm. The other two are new¬ 
comers: a new heavy-duty truck, 
more powerful than the one which 
the city had previously owned and 
which it replaces, and a small 
“Scout”, serving as mobile head¬ 
quarters to the city's pubfic works 
superintendent Albert (“Buddy”) 
Attick, who supervised the opera¬ 
tion. Each truck carried a crew 
of two, a driver and a “co-pilot” 
to supervise the plow and help 
guide the driver among the drifts. 
Though crews changed throughout 
the emergency, there were on the 
average 6-10 people engaged in 
plowing and, in the daytime, about 
half a dozen shovelling snow at 
the center. 

When the snow began, around 
9 pm, city crews started salting 
the roads. By 1:30, however, the 
snow accumulated too much for 
this method to be effective, and 
the crews switched to plowing. 
One truck was assigned full-time 
to Springhill Lake, and managed 
to keep the roads there open to 
their full width. In last year’s 
blizzard the city experienced con¬ 
siderable difficulties in this loca¬ 
tion: due to the heaviness of the 
snowfall at that time, streets could 
be cleared only in part of their 
width, and that was rapidly clog¬ 
ged by car owners who dug out 
their vehicles from the snowbound 
parking lots and moved them to 
what appeared to be much more 
convenient parking spots on the 
cleared roads. No such problems 
arose this year. 

No Garbage Collection 

Most businesses were open in 
spite of the snow, and city offices 
were operating as usual. No gar¬ 
bage was picked up, however, since 
collection crews were enlisted in 
the snow removal; the city plans to 
catch up with the delayed pickups 
as soon as possible. Several small 
emergencies developed, such as 
when a truck (not of the city’s 
broke down on Crescent Rd. or 
when an icy glaze caused a traffic 
jam on Greenbelt Rd. By and 
large, however, the city weathered 
the snowfall well. Or to quote city 
manager Jim Giese “A fine job. I 
inspected the streets . . . and I felt 
that in general they were in good 
shape.”

Joseph Cawley Honored 

Army Specialist Joseph T. Caw¬ 
ley has been awarded the Army 
Commendation Medal for heroism 
in Vietnam. 

On Aug. 22, 1966, Cawley's unit 
was participating in an armored 
column movement along a heavily 
mined road. He was on a tank 
behind an Engineer dump truck 
ful of men when the truck was de¬ 
stroyed by a 250 pound bomb. Al¬ 
though he had witnessed many ex¬ 
plosions that morning and was well 
aware of what could happen if ano¬ 
ther mine should explode or sniper 
fire should erupt from the rubber 
plantation, he dismounted his tank 
and ran along the heavily mined 
road to the scene of the explosion to 
help in the recovery of the wound¬ 
ed and in the administering of first 
aid. Specialist Cawley’s outstand¬ 
ing display of courage reflects 
great credit upon himself, his unit, 
the 25th Infantry Division, and the 
United States Army. 

Cawley, 23, a former resident of 
Greenbelt, attended St. Hugh’s 
School, DeMatha, and High Point 
High Schools. He spent 2 years in 
Germany with the 4th Armored Di¬ 
vision before volunteering for duty 
in Viet Nam. He was discharged in 
October and is employed by the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone 
Company of Maryland.

If the speeding continues, Chief 
Lane promised to borrow radar 
equipment from the state in an 
effort to slow down drivers. 

Greenbelt has finally received its 
new teletype machine. This means 
that the city can now communi¬ 
cate with other police departments 
in the entire metropolitan area 
and by relay with the State Po¬ 
lice and a 13 state network.
